Startling Developments Expected at

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 13.— The 
House Committee has agreed to recommend 
that the sum of $600,000 be appropriated as 
suggested by the Attorney-General. 

STAR ROUTE INVESTIGATION. 

Congressmen Blackburn, Blount and Cly- 
mer, of the House sub-committee to investi- 
gate the *‘Star Route Service,’’ all declare 
that the investigation shall be thorough, and 
I believe it will. If they do make it thorough, 
it willbe shown that at least half of the 
+2,000,000 deticiency was stolen, and two or 
three persons who are not un- 
known in St. Louis will figure as beneficiaries. 
Gen. Brady, Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, announced to the world a few months 
ago that he had suddenly made several hun- 
dred thousand dollars speculating in stocks. 
That he bas grown rich is a patent fact. He 
has purchased a palatial residence, and all the 
accompaniments, and is living likealord; but 
that he made his money in stocks’? may not 
be so true, as the pending ivestigation will 
probably prove. A few evenings ago a jour- 
nalist of Washington, in conversation with a 
former Government employe, remarked that 
the Star Route’’ deficiency was a huge 
steul, and that he intended to show it up 
through the press. The next day the ex-Gov- 
ernment employe waited upon the journalist 
and after beating about the bush awhile ad- 
vised him not to pitch into that star route 
deficiency.’’ Finally the ex-employe said: 
I' guarantee that it shall be to your inter- 
est to keep silent on this matter. I want you 
to go with me to see Gen. Brady and 
it will be made all right with you.“ This is 
not the only instance of the Kind either that 
has occurred. Ever since an investigation 
was suggested persons have been lobbying 
against it, and one of the arguments used 
was thatit would damage the Democrats to 
order an investigation, because it would de- 
velop the fact that Democratic Congressmen 
got a part of the swag.

THE PERSONNEL OF CONGRESS. 


Who the Men Are Who Make Laws for 
These United States. 


From the Washington Evening Star, Jan. 3. 


It is the lawyers. after all, who rule this 
glorious country of ours. The Senate of the 
United States consists of seventy-six members 
and of this number fifty-nine are practicin 
lawyers. Of the 293 members of the House o 
Representatives 219 are lawyers. The Presi- 
dent and Vice-President of the United States 


ber’s ability is gauged by his rank as 
er. When the status of an incoming 
under discussion the remarkis ve 
quently made: He is a fine lawyer a 
make à good Senator.“ Because the man is a 
good lawyer the supposition with Senators is 
that he must therefore be a first-class states- 
man. Whythe people ofthe United States 
givesuch preference to the profession of law 
in selecting their legislators and rulers is a 
roblem that cannot be answered. In the 
enate there is only one physician, and in the 
House there are but six. There are among 
the Senators eight business men or merchants, 
one doctor, one editor, two planters, two 
farmers, one banker, one mine owner and 
operator and one of no profession or business. 

Senator Hamlin is the oldest member of 
that body in years, and the oldest in point 
of service, counting from the time of his first 
election. Senator Anthony has been longer 
in continuous service than any other Senator. 
He first took his seat in 1859, and has been 
regularly reelected at the expiration of each 
term ever since. Mr. Hamlin, who is now 
over seventy years of age, first took his seat 
in 1848, but he subsequently resigned when 
elected Governor of Maine. He was, howey- 
er, reelected tothe Senate immediately after 
being inaugurated as Governor, and after- 
wards again resigned to become Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Bruce, of 
Mississippi, is the youngest Senator, not be- 
ing vet thirty-nine years of age. Senator 
Edmunds, of Vermont, is by many supposed 
to be the oldest Senator because of his ap- 
pearance, but in fact there are but few who 
are younger than he. He is not yet fifty-two 
years of age, but his hair and beard are gray, 
and a stooping posture that he assumes makes 
him appear much older than he really is. 
Senators Edmunds and Thurman are gener- 
ally ranked as the best lawyers in that body, 
and in their political parties respectively they 
are usually accepted as authority upon ques- 
tions of management or policy. 

In past times members of Congress who dis- 
tinguished themselves * a careful watching 
of appropriations have been designated as 
**wutch-dogs of the Treasury.’’ Senator Ed- 
munds might very appropriately be called the 

’ guardian of legislation generally. As soon as 
a bill or resolution that has been introduced 
in either house is printed Mr. Edmunds pro- 
cures a copy and acquaints himself with its 
provisions. Ile keeps track of every measure, 
no matter how unimportant, and if there is a 
defect in it or room for an objection he wilt 
present it when the matter gets before the Sen- 
ate. He is an indefatigable worker and stu- 
dent in the line of his legislative duties, and 
has by his vigilance in this way been of incal- 
culable service to the country. Mr. Thurman, 
too, is a hard worker. He is now chairman 
of the committee (judiciary) to which is re- 
ferreda very large proportion of the legislative 
measures, and especialiy all those which in- 
volve intricate questions of law. 

Besides the 219 lawyers in the House there 
are 25 merchants, 5 bankers, 5 capitalists, 2 
inventors, 5 manufacturers, 2 teachers, 12 
farmers, 6 physicians, 1 architect and builder, 
4 editors. 2 ministers, 1 stone-cutter, 1 insur- 
ance agent, 2 millers and 3 owners and opera- 
tors of transportation lines. The oldest mem- 
ber of the House is Mr. Wait, of Connecticut, 
who is sixty-nine years of age, andthe young- 
est member is Mr. Frost, of St. Louis, who is 
twenty-cight years of age. Fernando Wood 
has been longer a member of the House than 
any of his associates, and next in point of long 
service is Judge Kelley, of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Stephens, of Georgia, is generally spoken of 
as being older than any other member of the 
present House, but Mr. Wait has about one 
year the advantage of him in that respect.

There has been something like an epidemic 
among the queens of Europe. Queen Victoria 
was unable to leave the palace for several 
days, owing to a severe cold caught at Bal- 
moral. The Queen of Italy has been for some 
time in very delicate health, and it is scarcely 
expected that the Empress of Russia will re- 
cover from her severe illness. The Czarina, 
in addition to achronic affectipn of her right 
lung, has been suffering from a severe attack 
of pleurisy, and her condition is so alarming 
that 1@ special court physician, Prof. Bot- 
kin, has been dispatched to Cannes, where 
the Empress is spending the cold months. She 
has always been delicate in health, and, as 
she is now fifty-five years old, she is unable to 
bear the severity of the Russian’ win- 
ter. The Empress is the daughter of the 
Grand Duke Louis II. of Hesse Darmstadt, 
and was married to the Czarin 1841. She has 
had seven children, the eldest of whom died 
some years ago. Although originally a Pro- 
testant, she was obliged at the time of her 
marriage to embrace the creed of the Greek 
Church, which is the State religion of Russia, 
and, curious enough, she hus become more 
and more bigoted in that faith. Although the 
Czar has been uniformly kind to her, yet his 
infidelities are * . matters of history. His 

e Princess Dolgorouky, is 
now married to Gen. Albedinsky, who was 
made an Aide-de-Camp General and Govy- 
ernor-General of the Baltic Provinces.

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Sir Garnet Wolseley’s Quarrel.

ABOUT ENGLAND’S DUKES. 


The Small Amount of Brains 


A Little 
“Abilities Possessed by tina Ria 8 2"

A young Duke is naturally an attractive fiz- 
ure to the popular imagination, more especial- 
ly when he Jeaps to the full splendor of his 
pesition froma comparatively humbie estate. 
The new proprietor of Welbeck Abbey, the 
Duke of Portland, will not, indeed, enter in- 
to the entire kingdom over which his predeces- 
sor reigned su e and invisible, dut he 
will have enough to make him one of the six 
greatest hobles in the realm, and to emphasize 
the contrast between the twe lets which he 
will have exp Had the unhappy 
Marquis of Hastings grown to man’s estate as 
a commoner, it is likely enough that he would 
bave never gone to such tragic and irremedi- 
able grief. As a boy, he had good tendencies 
anda fair intelligence. But his life, from 
childhood upward, was the record of the easy 
victim of pimps and parasites, flattering 
knaves and fawning adventurers. 

It is an inestimable advantage for the future 
possessor of the purse of Fortunatus, when 
supplemented by the highest dignities of the 

- peerage, to have had the training of a simple 
commoner. This has only fallen to the lot of 
three Dukes of the United Kingdom. His 
Grace of Bedford was plain Mr. Russell; the 
Duke of Devonshire was unadorned Mr. Cav- 
endish when he became second wrangler at 
Cambridge, and the new Duke of Portland 
was, a fortnight ago, Lieut. Cavendish Ben- 
tinck, of the Coldstream Guards. Ineachthe 

- fortunate individual had some reason to con- 
gratulate himself on not being born actually in 
the purple. The wonder inthis country is, 
not that so small, but that so large a percentage 
of the titled aristocracy rise superior to the 
enervating and mischievous conditions of their 
station. From the first dawn of consciousness 
the heir to a peerage is pursued by parasites 
and toadies. The atmosphere which he 
breathes is impregnated with the mean incense 
ot adulation. 

The Duke of Richmond, Lord President of 
the Council, is strongest on questions affect- 
ing the cattle plague; yet his eloquence even 
upon that topic scarcely suffices to save the 
peerage, so farasits Dukes are concerned, 
from the charge of poverty in regard to rheto- 
rical power, , 

The Duke of Argyll is an orator of no mean 
order; but somehow his huranges rarely serve 
a better purpose than to recall the late Lord 
Derby’s joke — the blacksmith, and they 
in no degree lessen that singular prejudice 
against the McCallum More which prevails so 
universally, except in Western Scotland and 
around Campden Hill. 

Unquestionably the most able of our living 
Dukes is his Grace of Somerset, though 
in these degenerate days he has been 
left high and dry by his party, and is known 
to the new generation chiefly as a crotchety 
old fogy. remarkable only fora make-up 
which associates the costume of the Stranger 
with a facial resemblance to the Martyr King. 
Sbrewd as he is, the Duke of Somerset has 
fallen under the influence of the Earl of 
Beaconsfield, whom he defended some time 
ago us a man who only wanted to leave an 
honorable name in history,’’ and was there- 
fore actuated by the beat intentions.“ De- 
tractors of all sorts were to be silenced by 
the observation that the Premier would 
not te likely to want to leave a dishonorable 
name to descendants’”—an amiable argument 
advanced by the Duke in ignorance of the 
fact that Benjamin Disraeli *‘has no chil- 
dren.’’ 

No more thantwo Dukes are at present en- 
gaged in administering the affairs of the em- 
— and the value of the aid rendered by the 

ord Privy Seal, the Duke of Northumber- 
land, may be imagined when it is remembered 
that, intellectually, he is probably a less ro- 
bust personage than Earl Percy. As for the 
Duke of Buckingham, he may be presumed 
to have made a respectable ruler of a peace- 
ful province, inasmuchas nothing has been 
beard tothe contrary. The man would in- 
deed be mad who should think it worth while 
to shoot at the Governor of Madras. 

The Duke of Bedford achieved success even 
greater than that attained by the Duke of 
Westminster as a silent member of the House 
of Commons; and in his higher career as chair- 
man of bucolic meetings he continuesto main- 
tain silence, if not in seven languages at least 
with dignity. 

With regard to the Dukes of Devonshire 
and of Abercorn, they may be said to have no 
title to fame. except as fatbers of unusually 
promising children, though the former — 
claim to be a more thorough educator of yout 
than the latter. 

The Duke of Rutland competes with Mr. 


Reciprocity; the Duke of Cleveland excels in 
prosiness of speech. 

The Duke of Sutherland’s fancy for fire en- 
gines is not nearly so strong asthe Duke of 
Wellington’s preference for the more ancient 
—— cabs to be obtained in the metrop- 
olis. 

The Duke of Marlborcugh has done the 
State some service—perhaps most by his re- 
tirement into seclusion—and so has the Duke 
of St. Albans; but both have faded into ob- 
scurity, and the latter is only remembered as 
a connection of an eminent Baron of the Ex- 
chequer. Of the rest, nothing is known in 
public life, and not very much in society. It 
is fitting that the ducal existence should be 
placid and serene; that dukes may be over- 
diffident and modest, however, is evident from 
the life of the late Duke of Portland, and from 
the tendency of him, in whom center the 
honors of Richmond and of Gordon, to speak 
of himself simply as @‘‘I, for one,“ Jest poor 
humanity should faint under the weight of too 
great authority.

Jessup had struck him while 
he was, attempting to escape. 
With no attempt at displa She told 
the story of how she had captured him. When 
congratulated upon her brave act, she simply 
swiled. She said that she felt no fear in en- 
countering the prisoner, and had made up 
her mind that he should not escape. The ac- 
cused was then asked his name and business. 
He answered that he was Walter J. McKenna, 
eighteen years old, a stenographer, residing at 
No. 456 Pearl street. When asked the name 
of his companior, he said that he did not kaow 
it, and that the other man was a stranger to 
bim. Examination of his pockets resulted in 
the finding of jewelry consisting of bracelets, 
finger-rings, ear-rings and a chain valued at 
$200. Miss Jessup stated that other property 
belonging to her was missing. It is supposed 
McKenna’s confederate had it in his posses- 
sion when he escaped. Miss Jessup said the 
thieves had robbed her jewel case of all it con- 
tained, and were evidently on the point of 
ransacking her bureau, when they were dis- 
turbed by her approaching footsteps and beat 
aretreat. Justice Murray, after again com- 
mending the young lady’s conduct, heid the 
prisoner for trial in default of $1,000 bail. 


Presumptions as to Ham. 
From the New York Herald. } 

Has anybody a right to eat raw meat under 
the constitution of this State, any right in the 
enjoyment of which the laws will protect him? 
Or must acitizen, to stand well with justice 
and come into court with clean bands, always 
eat his meat cooked; and if so, how much 
cooked, and how? These inquiries are sug- 
gested by a trichina case with which the courts 
are wrestling, collarand elbow. There was 
a ham. and the trichina worm flourished in 
it, and the man who ate it died from crichin- 
osis, and his widow brought a suit for dama- 
ges against the persons who sold this deadly 
meat. Case was all clear as to the simple 
facts; butthe sellers of the meat set. up 
that the man’s death was due to his own neg- 
ligence in not killing the trichina before he 
ate the ham. They say he should have cooked 
it, but instead he ate it raw: and that the fact 
that he ate his ham raw relieves them of the 
responsibility as vendors of meat that was 
deadly as they sold it, tobe sure, but would 
not have been deadly if before eating it he had 
prepared it as they hold ham should be pre- 
pared. That he was a German, aud ate ham 
raw after the fashion of his countrymen, is of 
no consequence to them. The judge took 
the papers’’—for the case was toe hard to be 
determined then and there; but it will be a 
queer fact if it shall be decided that the law 
presumes that ham, tobe edible, must be 
cooked.

The Tunnel Under the Hudson, 
From the American Engineer. | 

The Hudson River tunnel from Jersey Ciiy 
the tunnel proper having been commenced on 
the Jersey side. In New York, property has 
becn secured for inaugurating the work from 
that end, where asbaft will be sunk at the 
foot of Morton street to the same depth as that 
in Jersey City. The work will be carried on 
night and day simultaneously at both ends, 
Powerful pumps are constantly in use to k 


down the water, which in the shaft in Jersey: 


City flowed very rapidly ata depth of forty 
feet. The Jersey City incline to the tunne; 
proper is 3,400 feet in length, the tunnel it. 
self 5,400 feet, and the New York City incline 
3,000 feet long, making a total of about two 
and a half miles. The walls of the tunnel ara 
circular in section, and built of hard brick- 
work in hydraulic cement. It will contain 
two tracks and be Irghted with gas. It must 
prove of inestimable service tothe railroad 
system and a great boon fq the traveling pub- 
ite. Ihe nature of the conditions at present 
surrounding its inception. inthe way of con- 
struction promises a successful undertaking, 

A feature in the excavation for the tunnel ig 
the improved airlock. This lock is six feet 
in diameter and fifteen feet long, of boiler 
iron, with hinged doors at either end, opening 
inward. It isa heavy piece of work, weigh- 
ing no less than 10,000 pounds. It will be in- 
serted horizontally into the opening, where it 
will be held by a double collar, the first or in- 
side collar being an angle-iron flange, and the 
outer one of wood, to serve as a bearing 
against the surrounding earth. It is calculat- 
ed to resist a pressure of fifty tons, although 
be the maximum in 
actual practice. The Manner of running this 
lock.horizonially is entirely novel. The air 
lock in its principal features resemblés a cvl- 
indrical steam boiler, with end doors 3x4 fee 
through which the workmen can pass, 2 
bull’s-eyes for the admission of light. The 
plates are five-sixteenths of an inch iu thick- 
ness. Inthe interior are a dozen pipes of va- 
rious descriptions for the passage of air, mud, 
gas, water, etc. One of the prineipal is de- 
signed for a mixture of mud and water, which 
will be blown through by air pressure as the 
excavation proceeds.

and encored. ‘‘Little Emma“ at this point 
was the recipient of a beautiful floral horse- 
shoe. When Paul and Virginia sang the 
grand duett, By the Air That I Breathe 
the all-pervading theme of the opera and the 
one that has most caught the popular fancy— 
the excitement in the house was intense. The 
realism and magnetism with which Miss Ab- 
bott personates the lover seemed to have per- 
meated the audience. The utter abandon 
with which the trusting girl threw herself 
into her lover’s arms, returned em- 
brace after embrace, and they imprinted kiss 
after kiss upon each other's lips, roused the 
house to a state of fervor. It was the realiza- 
tion of Theophile Gautier’s description of the 
lover’s kiss in“ M’lle Maupin’’—‘ two mouths 
melting into one. ‘lhree times were the 
artistes compelled to repeat the beautiful aria 
of their betrothal, and even then the audience 
was net satisfied and it was some time be- 
fore the excitement abatea. The Bird 
Song’’ in the fifth act, with its brilliant 
and intricate vocalization, scored another tri- 
umph for the prima par Certainly, Miss 
Abbott cannot complafh of ber reception. It 
was overwhelming, and one of which any 
artiste might be proud. It is useless to analyze 
the cause of Honest Little Emma’s’’ popu- 
larity with the public.

THEATRICAL DEADHEADISM. 


How Small Returns Sometimes Come 
from Large Audiences. 
The Bill-Board Deadhead, the Newspaper 
Deadhead, and All the Other Species. 


One of the great evils thatthe theatrical 
manager of the present time has to contend 
with is the system of deadheadism that pre- 
vails so extensively in the larger cities. In 
New York, where it is worse than anywhere 
else, various attempts have been made by 
managers to find son.e way of reliet, but so 
far they bave been unable to accomplish ‘any 


real reform. 

In an article on this subject, the New Yark 
Dramatic News of a late date says: 

Year by year the evil grows. In place of 
curtailing. managers, with a want of fore- 
sight which is simply marvelous, allow it to 
become more portentons, more important 
in its results on the prosperity of our thea- 
ters. It is a monster which, like the hydra 
of old, has many heads, and when one is cut 
off, two grow inits place. Deadheadism to- 
day saps the very vitals of the theatrical busi- 
ness in New York City. Silly managers do 
not seem to perceive the injurv they are doing 
their business by allowing this system to 
grow as it has done in the past ten years. 

It is estimated that of the 500,000 people of 
New York who are capable of going to thea- 
ters, only about 500,000 ever go, and of these 
fully 90,000 never pay. 

The proportion of deadheads in St. Louis is 
not so great, but it is large enongh to excite a 
good deal of surprise if it were known. Some 
of the fine audiences that have been seen here 
this winter have brought but 

A BCANTY SHOW OF DOLLARS. 
A new play or a new star comes along anda 
large ouse is wanted for the first night. 
There is no way to get it except to give 
away tickets and have a ‘‘papered” house. 
Many people have, no doubt, noticed how a 
large Monday night house often dwindles 
down on Tuesday night, and so continues 
through the week. In this way the theaters 
and dramatic managers become the origina- 
tors and abettors of the deadhead system, of 
which tney so loudiv complain. But. be- 
sides this periodical showering down of free 
tickets for the purpese of giving a boost to 
some new and untried enterprise. 
there is the regular drain of free admission 
which goes on from night to night. To begin 
with, there is , 

THE BILL-BOARD DEADHEAD. 

Each of the four theaters has probably 15) 
bill-boards. These are put up by the bill 
posters, and the persons upon 
whose ground they are situated must have 
some return for the favor they giant. A bill- 
board may be on the property of a man worth 
a million dollars; but, as a general thing, he 


never fails to ask some compensation. 
This is generally rendered in tickets, 
at the expense, not of the 


bill posters, but of the theaters. 
about one ticket a week to pav for each bill 
board, and say the four theaters of St. Louis 
have six hundred. this would be@ a drain of 
six bundred tickets a week, or twenty-four 
hundred a month. ) 

In the next — the people who allow 
lithographs to be put up in their windows 
generally require 

SOME RETURN 
in the way of tickets. As most lithographs 
are made to be attractive, it would be sup- 
posed that shop-keepers would be glad to have 
them in their windows, butas they have the 


theatrical people at their mercy they 
do not fail to make use of their 
advantage. ‘Two tickets a week are generally 


given for the privilege of putting up litho- 
grapbs. Those people who give up these 
windows to all three of the legitimate theaters 
in the citv are therefore pretty well supplied 
with admissions. One theater is said to have 
been especially liberal with tickets this 
winter in order to get a monopoly of the best 
shop-windows, and as a consequence,when a 
manager of a certain other place of awuse- 
ment went to ask she privilege of putting up 
his lithographs at a certain good corner 


place, the proprietor said, „Give 
me four tickets a week, 
and vou can do so; otherwise I will give all 
my privileges to so and so.“ It will be seen 
then, that the theaters are at a very beavy 


ticket expense on account of putting up their 
bills and lithographs. 

THE REWSPAPER DEADUEADS 
another large class. Every pub- 
lisber of a paper, of whatever description it 
may be, seems to be underthe impression 
that his calling entitles him to the privileges 
ofthe theaters. It is no uncommon thing to 
a gentleman walk up to the box- 
oftice of a theater and confidently tbrow 
out a card upon which is John Smith, of the 
Pineville Pine-knot,’’ or William Jenkins, of 
the Bungtown Bugle,’’ or something of that 
kind. He would hike to pass in for the evening 
and “see the show,“ and as a return for thie 
favor is willing to write a piece in 
his paper about it. Of the many kinds of 
papers published the regular city dailies are 
the only ones that can render any adequate re- 
turn for passes. The theaters generally ad- 
vertise in all the daily papers and pay the 
regular rates for the space they occupy, 
but for the written notices and reviews 
that appear from day to day, and which 
do them more good than all their advertising 
and bill-posting, 
the way oftickets. Atthe beginning of the 
season the managers of the various theaters 
generally send around to the various papers 
and request the proprietors to send 

. free lists—that is, the names 
of those persons on the paper who are to pass 
circumstances. 
The free-list is generally made up of the 
managing editor, the editerial writers, the 
dramatic editor and the proprie- 
tor or proprietors. During important 
engagements, such 18 that 
Ohmpie last week or the Emma Abbott Eng- 
lisb Opera Company at the Grand Opera- 
house this week, there are generally so many 
tickets with seats given to each of the daily 
papers. 

There is still another species of deadhead 
that may be appropriately called 

THE DEADBEAT DEADHEAD. 

He is the ehap who never pays if be can 
help it, and never makes any actual 
return for his passes. It seems 
somewhat strange that there should be sucha 
chass, but there is just this kind of a gang 
that afflicts every theater. They are the hang- 
ers-on, the. beggars and the vermin ofthe 
theatrical] profession. They are hard to de- 
scribe definitely. It may be they get in 
through the manager, or they may havea 
hold onthe treasurer or some other person 
about the theater who has authority to grant 
a pass. 

‘rom the foregoing it very plainly appears 
that a very large proportion of the people who 
go tothe theaters never pay anything for ad- 
mission. But as the dead-head system was 
originated and is sustained by the theaters 
themselves, they have nobody to blame but 
themselves.

Tux remarkably warm weather we have 
had since the beginning of this month has 
caused an unusual and an unexpected re- 
sumption of river shipments. When the 
river closed in December all boats and 
barges were tied up for the winter, 
but hardly had the ice gorge form- 
ed here at St. Louis when the 
sun came out as warm as 
a May morning, and inaday or two the 
water was clear of all obstructions. All 
last week boats and barges were constantly 
arriving from the Lower Mississippi, and 
the Levee now presents ascene of the live- 
liest business activity. Piles and 
piles of valuable freight are to be 
seen all the way from Plum street 
up to the St. Louis elevator—a distance of 
nearly one mile. Barges are being loaded 
with grain at the elevators here as fast as 
they can be brought up from below, and the 
export of corn and wheat from here this 
month via New Orleans promises to be 
cnormous. 


THE recent advance of three cents per 
pound in the price of printing paper has 
stirred up the heavy morning dailies of this 
city.

Wu learn from Mr. Keim, the talented 
Jeemes Yellowplush of the Evarts family, 
that the dignity of the State Department 
in Washington has been disturbed by one 
J. Newton Pettis, a sort of jack-legged 
politician who now draws a salary as 
United States Minister to Bolivia. Pettis 
was sent te Bolivia less than a year ago. 
Finding affairs very much mixed down 
there and American interests too insignifi- 
cant to require his attention he put on his 
hat last month and came home without 
leave. This initself would have been an 
indecorous proceeding, but Pettis added 
to the enormity of his offense by fracturing 
the etiquette of the State Department in 
not calling to pay his respects on his ar- 
rival. The first intelligence of his arrival 
inthis country was gathered from an un- 
official report of a reception given to him 
in an Indiana town, where he claims citizen- 
ship. Of course the dignified nincompoops 
in the State Department are in an exacer- 
bated condition. It is doubtful whether 
they would drink with Pettis nowif he 
were to invite them. It is alleged that 
Pettis has come home to seek promotion— 
drawing his Bolivian salary meantime—but 
Mr. Keim has*notified him, in a semi-ofti- 
cial way, thathe has nothing to expect in 
that direction. He isto be crushed. It 
is well, for the country could better spare 
a dozen Pettises than that the etiquette of 
the State Department should be fractured.

Hon. Denis Krarney, who was in 
Washingten last week snorting about the 
national bankers as ‘ iron-hoofed scoun- 
drels shod in hell,“ and calling on the 
people to hang John Sherman, has picked 
out his candidate for President. It is the 
venerable Hendricks B. Wright, of Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Kearney could scarcely have 
made a better selection, though at a Na- 
tional exposition of financial fools Mr. 
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red ribbon taken from him by Parson De La 
Matyr. Mr. Wright is a broad and com- 
prehensive statesman of the Anacharsis 
Clootz school. His theory is that there 
may be too much wheat in the land but 
there can never be too much money. He 
has a bill before Congress now providing 
for the erection of a marble post-office at 
every cross-section in the country; a bill 
to make four-leafed clover a legal tender in 
all sums of five dollars and less; a bill to 
provide every Western settler with forty 
acres of land, a pair of mules, and a red 
waist-coat, and a bill to compel all rich 
men to turn over surplus income after 
$5,000 to the Fool-killer, to be divided by 
him among the deserving poor. It will be 
seen at a glance that in every essential Mr. 
Wright comes up to Kearney’s standard of 
statesmanship and is really the only fit 
person in the land to carry the banner of 
the Greenback Labor party next fall. 


A WASHINGTON dispatch says that the 
reopening of the Kellogg case by the Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections 
develops the facts that there are two plans 
under discussion among the Democrats. 
Some think it will be most expedient to 
push the case to a conclusion at once, 
while a number favor throwinga decision 
over until the December session, and thus 
avoid ha¥ing the matter enter into the 
political campaign next fall, as it would if 
Senator Kellogg was unseated. One of the 
most prominent Democrats on the commit- 
mittee, who has been studying the Demo- 
cratic side of the case, expresses the opinion 
that Kellogg will be out of the Sehate in 
six weeks from the present time. The 
Senate certainly owes it to itself to kick 
Kellogg out, if there is any way of doing it 
which will leave the Constitution and the 
rules of the Senate in their integrity. It 
would seem, however, that Kellogg's case 
is slightly res adjudicata, and, this being the 
case, it would be well to move with deli 
beration. 


THERE is universal complaint of dullness 
in Washington City. The newspaper cor- 
respondents are driven ta the point of 
distraction for something to write about. 
The ancient faculty of lying even seems to 
be suppressed by the prevailing stupidity 
of the place. One fellow writes to his 
paper complaininglyx, The Democrats in 
Congress have starved out the lobby and 
the Administration has no jobs of its own 
on hand, and Washington is as dull as peace 
and prosperity can make it.“ This is one 
of the disadvantages of not having a “strong 
man“ at the head of the Government and a 
Congress in full sympathy with him. Does 
anybody doubt that, if Grant was back in 
the White House, there would be high old 
times? We rather think not. Ifthe coun- 
try should signify its willingness to take 
four more years of him, the city of Wash- 
ington would look like a national picnic in 
less thana day after the announcement. 
The lobby would blossom like a summer 
beer-garden, and the boarding-house keep- 
ers would go wild with joy. Washington 
would be willing to die K it could only get 
another hak at Grant. 


THE Greenbackers are making all manner 
of excuses for the exceedingly light vote 
they polled at the late election in the Sev- 
enth Congressional District. The Repub- 
lican vote was about the same as usual, 
but the Democratic majority was 
much greater than ever before. There 
is but one reason for the light vote of the 
Greenbackers. It is that their party is ut- 
terly demoralized and dead. It is strange 
that the few blatant leaders scattered here 
and there over the district were not able 
to see this long ago. But for cheek 
and persisteney the average Green- 
back agitator generally takes the premium. 
They can do more loud talking 
in the face of overwhelming defeat than any 
class of politicians that have ever sprung 
up in the history of this country. We have 
no doubt that if Mr. H. Martin Williams, of 
Warrensburg, could get anybody to listen 
to him, he would be willing to get up and 
make a three-hours’ speech, predicting that 
the Greenback candidate for Congress in 
the Seventh District would be elected next 
fall by 10,000 majority.

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LEADVILLE seems to be a good place for 
Some five or six dailies are 
published there and they all prosper like the 
dogs of Constantinople. On New Year’s day 
the Chronicle of that place got out a twelve- 
page extra of 30,000 copies. It contained a 
history of the town and illustrations of 
some of the celebrated streets and localities. 
A few enterprising young gentlemen gob- 
pled up almost the whole edition, and imme- 
diately proceeded to raise the price, which 
had been fixed by the publishers at ten cents 
per copy. Of course everybody in town 
wanted a paper, and the price soon went up 
to fifty cents per copy; then to seventy-five 
cents; then toa dollar, and finally to one dol- 
larand a half. The edition was not half 
large enough even at these high prices, but 
unfortunately the forms had been destroyed 
as soon as the printing of the original edition 
had been finished. So great was the demand 
that the publishers came tothe conclusion, 
after it was too late, that they could nave 
sold the whole edition of 30,000 copies at one 
dollar each, and thus raked in the 
handsome little sum of $30,000 at one 
tell Wwoop.

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Ex-Marshal Watson’s Claim. 

The Court of Appeals reversed and remand- 
ed, this morning, the decision in the case of 
J. A. Watson against the city of St. Louis. 
In 1876 the plaintiff was Marshal of St. Louis 
county and received a writ from the County 
Court directing him to foreclose a mortgage 
made tothe county for the use of township 
46, range 7 east, to secure school money. In 
accordance with directions plaintiff incurred 


expenses in advertising the sale, which he 
paid. The land was soid for $400. The com- 
missions and expenses paid by the Marshal 
amounted to $213 75, which the County Court 
allowed. In 1876 the city, in consideration of 
becoming proprietor of the county buildings, 
ussumed the entire county debt. The Circuit 
Court rendered judgment against the city and 
in favor of the plaintiff for the amount ex- 
pended by him and his commissions and in- 
terest. 

The Court of Appeals is reversing the decis- 
ion holds that the county court of St. Louis 
county could neither apply any part of the 
townsbipéschool fund to the general purposes 
of the county nor incur a debt for such town- 
ship chargeable 1 the county or per 
out of the county funds. The city of St. Louis 
bas nothing to do with it. It does not hold 
this land, nor has it received the proceeds, 
nor was the claim of the Marshal against the 
county and city a debt of the county ofSt. 
Louis assumed by the city on adoption of the 
Scheme and Charter. The plaintiff has mis- 
taken his remedy, aud the judgment was ac- 
cordingly reversed.

Among the registrations at the Lindell thi. 
morning was that of Mr. Joab Lawrence and 
wife, Salt Lake. To obtain a Gentile view ot 
Mormon affairs generally, a reporter called on 
the gentleman at the Lindell this morning. 
Mr. Lawrence is an old St. Louisan, at one 
time engaged in several enterprises, and at 
present holding stock in the Mississippi Valley 
Transpo) tation Company, the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of which company hag 
brought him to St. Louis. He is at present 
and bas been for nine years past largely inter. 
ested in lead and silver mining in the Vicinity 
of Salt Lake, and is a close observer of affairs. 
When asked the condition of things at Utah 
Mr. Lawrence replied: “ Everything is quiet, 
and I am surprised at the manner in which 
people here regard the Mormons, who 
they believe are ready to skin the frst 
man they come across. I do not see 


how this idea spread; The Mormons are 3 
peaceful people, and no one has any cause to 
regard them otberwise. Their princips| 
business is farming, though many are engaged 
in mining. while all the manufacturing in the 
Territory is carried on by them. Inthewhole 
Territory there is about six per cent, Gentiles, 
and inthe work of mining, where most of 
those employed are experienced hands from 
the Comstock mines and different places 
throughout Colorado and Nevada, the per 
cent of Gentiles is about forty. The labor of 
the Mormons is much cheaper than that of the 
Gentiles. The former command but $1 a day. 
The Mormons, in hiring labor or in their 
transactions, never ask any questions nor 
sbow any preferences for Mormons.’’ 

The conversation then drifted on to polities, 
and the reporter asked how the reappointment 
of Gov. Emory would suit. 

“His reappointment would suit ninety-ei¢ht 
per cent ef the people in the territory. The 
position is not an important one. All the Gov- 
ernor has todo when the Legislature is in 
session is to approve of or veto a few bills. 
Otherwise, he does Per The appointive 
ofticials are all Gentiles and the elective Mor- 
mons. There are some of our officials there, 
lawyers, 1 oe from Washington at a sal- 
ary of $3, a year. Why, a good lawyer 
could stay at home and make that much. There 
is a great deal of money handled there, so 
that, in bandling it, some may stick 
to their  tingers. There are a great 
many perquisites to an office, but 
nobody ever knows where they come from, 
There is no such dissatisfaction with 
Governor Emory as you hear of here. What- 
ever there is is confined to about twenty per- 
sons throughout the whole territory, who are 
restless, and want a change of any kind. 1 
wager that if it came to that, uinety- five 
per cent of tbe people would petition for his 
appointment. Of course there are some who 
do not care who occupies the position, as it 
makes but little difference to them. The peo- 

le who have an interest in things are in 

avor of Governor Emory. He does not dis- 
criminate to the detriment of the Gentiles in 
any shape. 

Are the Mormons wealthy, as a rule?“ 

„As arule, they are not, though I venture 
to say that in Salt Lake there are fifty 
Mormons each worth $150,000. There is 
considerable wealth among them altogether. 
They are close business men too. In Salt Lake 
there are two general merchandise houses 
carried on in as approved style as any in 
St. Louis.“ 

Are they very likely to emigrate from 
Utah?“ 

„Well, no. They already have elders in 
the South, and alsoin New Mexico, making 
converts. In New Mexico they have 10,0 
acres of land which in time they will occupy. 
The Utah Mormons will remain where they 
are. 

Mr. Lawrence, in conclusion, again contra- 
dicted the rumors rife concerning the dissat- 
isfaction prevalent among the Mormons.
